Small Amounts 


Eligible veterans do ‘not 
have to purchase the full $19,- 
000 coverage to take advan- 
tage of the reopening of GI 
life insurance, Mort Webster, 
‘manager of VA's Southern 
California Regional Office, 
pointed out today. 

They may purchase as little 
as $1,000 or $2,000 worth of 
coverage if they find it a fi- 
nancial hardship to do more. 
| Eligible veterans ‘who wish 
to may purchase as much as 
$10,000 worth of insurance if 
they have allowed their ortgi- 
nal poliey to lapse entirely. Or 
they may buy sufficient <in- 
surance to bring the face value 
back to the $10,000 mark. 


But they do not have to pur- 
chase the insurance in these 
large amounts, Webster said. 

They may do this before 
May 3, 1966, when the enabling 
legislation expires.  Polities 

i will be issued for $1,000 and 
‘up in $500 such as $1,500, 
$2,000, $2,500, etc. 

To purchase the insurance, 

‘the veteran must have been 
originally eligible for National 
Service Life Insurance (NSLI) 
between Oct. 8, 1940, and Jan. 
1, 1957. 

He must have either no GI 
insurance or less than $10,000 


worth. The three eligible 
groups are: 

(1) Veterans with service- 
connected disabilities who 


meet standards of good health. 

(2) Veterans whose service- 
connected disabilities alone do 
not permit them to meet stand- 
ards of good health. 

(3) Veterans whose  non- 
service-connected disabilities 
as of Oct. 13, 1964, (the date 
the bill became law) prevent- 
ed them from buying com- 
mercial insurance at the high- 
est rates. 
| The new policies carry low 
non-dividend premiums which 

; compare favorably with the 

t cost of World War II GI 
| insurance.

Herlick, 44, has been county 
counsel for five years.
